TRACTION ENGINES. 


Mr. Cumberland moved the second 
reading of an act to authorize and regulate 
the use of Traction Engines on highways. 
It provides that it shall be lawful for any 
person to employ Traction Engines for the 
conveyance of freight or passengers, or 
both, over any public highway in this 
Province. That the speed ef the Traction 
Engine shall not exceed the rate of somany 
miles per hour. That parties running 
engines are to strengthen bridges, culverts, 
&c., and to level highways. The width of 
the driving wheels of the engines are to be 
at least eighteen inches, and the wheels of 
the trueks or waggons drawn thereby,shall 
be four inches in width for the first two 
tons capacity, load and weight of truck 
included, and an additional half-inch for 
each further ton. Other clauses provide for 
the meeting of restive horses; that lights 
shall be carried after dark; and for other 
preventives to secure the» protection of 
the public, 


Mr. Cameron hoped the second reading 
of this bill would not be forced to-night, 
because it affected considerably private 
interests, which the government had not 
as yet had time to look into.

Gold News. 


Owing to reeent valuable discoveries 
reported in Marmora, this Township 1s 
attracting considerable attention from 
miners and capitalists. At several of the 
safts opened last summer and fall, work 
has been continued during the winter, with 
most encouraging prospects. The richest 
discoyery reported in Marmora is that on 
lot 17, in the 11th concession, made by Mr. 
Powell, the first discoverer of gold on the 
Richardson farm. While exploring through 
that section late in the fall, they came 
across 4 lead ot quartz on a hill on this 
lot, and breaking off a piece with a hammer, 
gold was observed distinctly visible to the 
eyein the reck. A little further explora- 
tion developed extraordinary richness, the 
rock being generally impregnated with the 
precious metal. The quartz in which the 
gold has been found, is nearly white with 
a reddish cast, and, from its appearance, 
and the character and size of the vein, it 
promises to be one of the richest discoveries 
in the gold district. 

At Builey’s Corners, two or three mines 
have been opened, at which operations have 
been going on all winter. At the mine of 
the American Gold and Silver Company, 
two pounds of ore were crushed in a mortar 
on Thursday last, and after Washing, a very 
fine show of gold and silver was obtained, 
Some very tine slabs of} silver quartz baye 
been taken from this mine. A short dis- 
tance from this mine is another shaft being 
sunk by the same company, from which 
some fine looking quartz lias been obtained. 
In the same vicinity is located the Craw- 
ford’Miue, which is now down toa depth 
of twenty-seven feet. From this shaft a 
ton of quartz was crushed at the mill of 
Turley & Gilbert a short time ago, which 
was said to have yielded $21.50 of gold. 
Several assays have been made ot material 
from this mine, which, report says, yialded 
handsomely. 


Mr. Bowen, of Marmora, is opening a 
mine, about three miles north-west of the 
village, which promises well. Some of the 
ore has been assayed and produced very 
good shows of gold. 

Several other shafts have been sunk in 
different parts of the Township, reports 
from which are very encouraging. It is 
said that acrasher will shortly be erected 
on Beaver Creek, arrangements for the 
construction of which, we underetand, are 
already in progress.

impassable nature only, and where no repre- 
sentation to Government, either for a personal 
or public grievance is ever listened to. It is 


the received idea that if settlers only locate 
themselves in Canada, they will do well to 
be left to the tender mercies of one branch 
of the Executive, whose only character of 
government is that of the most galling 
autocracy. And it is poppe that this 
spirit, so different to the policy of the United 
States to emigrants, has only a local effect, 
and that it does not influence emigration. It 
seems, however, to be forgotten that thease 
people can write home to Europe, and they 
are able to make out acase strong enough to 
neutralize all the tempting offers of Canada. 
And now, under the blessings of the new 
Dominion, we are to have the astringent dose 
doubled in Ne. 6 resolution of the Committee 
of the whole, moved by the Hon. Mr. Rich- 
ards, which says that the lumbermen are to 
have all the merchantable umber growing 
on the land of the settlers, and that all metals 
and minerals are to be reserved. Does Mr. 
Richards think that any one brought up 
under the free institutions of Great Britain, 
who has always been taught to consider his 
freehold his own to all intents and purposes, 
will come here to have his property overrun 
by lumbermen? If you give them 4& right 
to take away the lumber, they have a right 
of road over the lot; thus his crops, fences, 
and buildings will never be safe. Or doos 
he think that mining § 
welcome to prospect over 
shafts on bi loftand injure his homestead, 
on the strength of a permit from the gold 
agent? We know not! Canadian serfdom 
is not so easily established.

THE FIX RUSSIA HAS DESIGNEDLY GOT INTO. 


The Vienna Der Wanderer says; Every- 
thing indicates that in the East, things have 
come to a state of maturity, and that the 
-explosion must take place soon. Russjan 
agents are predicting itevery day, and, 
lately, the Russian press speaks of it 
emphatically, The Russians ought to know 
better than any one else the state of things 
in the East. It is they who have prepared 
| with admirable perseverance, with great 
ability and boldness, the mines which are 
to explode in the Balkan Peninsula. The 
Russians have now brought things to such 
| @ pass that they themselves are the ones to 
cry out “fire” when they, or their accom 
ylices, think the time come to cause the ex- 
plosion. Signs of warning are given to 
Europe on purpose. The Russians show 
in this respect a frankness which is un- 
limited, in order to apprise the world that 
a speedy solution of the Eastern question 
must take place. ‘ : : 
There is now for Russia no other «lterna- 
tive but either to make a disgraceful retreat, 
or give a fresh provocation such as Prince 
Menschikoff gaye the Divan, She must 
either abandon the Cretans to their fate, 
appease Greece, Servia, and Montenegro, 
compromise the fatal influence exercised 
by Russia on the minds of the Christian 
rayabs, or else once more put to the test 
the power of the empire of the Czars—try 
war again to obtain the inheritauce of the 
Sick Man, as has already been done in yain, 
This is a sad alternative, and in this respect 
no one will envy the Autocratof All the 
Russias, nor his patient people.

Is Lime a Manure? 

Some of our contemporaries, says the 
Country Gentleman, are exercising their 
debating talents on this question, which is 
one of no great consequence in itself, 
although the discussion of the subject 
might elicit interesting collateral informa 
tion if it were properly handled. 

We cannot see why lime is not 4 manure, 
It certainly is one of the necessary elements 
of plain food. The ashes of clover contain 
nearly thirty per cent of lime. Wheat 
contains a large percentage of lime, and so 
of other plants, It exerts a physical and 
chemical action on the soil, and in barn. 
yard manure this feature constitutes q 
prominent argument for its great value. 
To us it appears peurile for any one to 
claim that lime is not a manure in the 
modern sence of that word. The old 
meaning of the word manure, which 1s to 
“work with the hand,” implies only tillage. | 
One old English author speaks of the Com-| 
monwealth of England as being “governed, 
administered and manured by three sorts 
of persons,” &c. Manure here means to 
operate or work, Fron the earliest times 
men have added fertilizers totho soil, but 
the ‘great dependenco was placed upon 
labor expended in_ tillage.  Query—To 
what extent was Jethro Tull’s idea of’ 
horse-hocing as a substitute for manure, 
anticipated by those who first used the 
word manure—(manmuyre, to work with 
the hand,) before it was employed to ex.

To the Gold Inspector, too, I think the 
people of this region are very much indebted. 
‘fhe considerate manner in which he has used 
the power placed in his hands, and the kind- 
ness and urbanity shown to all parties with 
whom he comes in contact, and the discretion 
in not forcing upon the people the provisions 
of the present obnoxious mining law, entitles 
him to the thanks of the community. To 
have contended to press the collection of the 
miners license fee, or to insist on the pay- 
ment for license from the crushing mills, 
would have been simply to have put back 
this mining district six months.

~on’ Monday, 3d inst. Gen. Alatorre was to 
enter the Capital of Yucatan with his forces and

; The Mexican Government had been forewarn- 
ed of an intended pronunciamento in favor of 
Santa Anna by the garrison of Vera Cruz.—

He would read a few 
Statistics of the village of Bridgewater, which 
had been placed in jis hands by a member of 
the Committee: The first building was erect- 
ed in Bridgewater in the year 1854. It now 
contains 460 inhabitants, ia composed of 54 
dwelling houses, three public buildings, the 
Church, Town Hall, and School House, 19 
stores and workshops, including grist mill, 
saw mill, gold crushing machine, foundry, 
cooperago, tannery, stores, wagon shop, cab- 
inet shop, tin, copper and sheet iron shop, 2 
blacksmith shops, boot and shoe shop, harness 
shop, carding mill, scythe manufactory, ham- 
mer manufactory, potash works and hotel, 
giving employment to 109 hands, and to put 
the cap on, look at this hotel. When he got 
into it he found himeelf-in « labyrinth of 
halls, and although he had been shown a 
room, it was a question whether he could now 
find it.

Itisno harm to “wish the 
boy to be better than his father, and it was 
his wish that the succeeding generation 
might be a thousand per cent. better, and 
more prosperous than the present. The first 
part of the motto was “Our God.” He had 
tor long years endeavored to serve his God, 
and he trusted all those whom he was ad- 
dressing, after loving and respecting their 
Queen, and doing all they could to promote 
their country’s welfare, they might all so 
love and serve their God, that they and him 
might eventually be brought home to dwell 
with God forever, Again thanking them for 
the honor they had done him, the hon. geh- 
tleman resumed his seat, amidst loud and 
continued applause.

Helremembered thirty years ago being in the 
Sunday School of which the hon. gentleman 
was Superintendent, a position which be now 
holds, with honor to himself and benefit to the 
rising generation. It must be a source of great 
satisfaction to the hon. gentleman to find young 
men to whom he had been instramental iu do- 
ing good, rising up all oyer the country to do 
him honor. Coming back to the House of 
Commons, when one goes there and finds 
amongst the 180 members of which it is com- 
posed the cleverest debaters, the most talented, 
and best educated men in the country, itis then 
be feels his smallness.

The Alabama Question. 


A flood of letters are inundating the 
columns ot the London Zimes, Dail yNews, 
and Pall Mall Gazette, on the Alabama 
“ Historicus,” again replies to 
Lord Hobart, and this time rather sharply.

the folloWing resolution, which it is said 
passed unanimously at the meeting: “ That 
pending the question of repeal, this meeting 
disapprove of any further attendance of our 
Ottawa Representatives in the Dominion 
Parliament.” It is a grave question whether 
Mr. E. M. McDonald can legally hold his seat 
in the Commons, having accepted the office of 
Queen’s Printer for Nova Scotia. The ques- 
tion was brought up during the last session, 
and it is the opinion of many eminent lawyers 
that every day this Mr. BE. M, McDonald sits 
in Parliament, he is liable to a fine of $2,000. 
How disinterested then, in him, to urge the 
others to remain at home.

Export Duty om Logs. 

We aro glad to gee that the people of 
this country are bepinning to move in the 
matter of an export duty upon logs and 
shingle bolts. The present system is com- 
pletely denuding our forests for the benefit 
of our American neighbors, The duty now 
imposed upon manufactured shingles, and 
the admitting of shingle bolts frée by the 
United States, are actually an inducement 
to Canadian Manufacturers to remove their 
establishments into “American territory, 
import the unmanufactured article, and 
make his shingles at a profit there, which, 
if made in Canada, could not be expoted 
at a) profit, thereby robbing this 
country not only ofthe lumber, but of that 
lahor which wo should by all legitimate 
means endeavor to retain and foster. 
Upon this subject we copy the following 
from tke London yee Press of the 11th 
instant: 


‘At an interesting meeting of the lumber- 
mén of Lincoln and Welland, held last week, 
a memorial to the Dominion Parliament was 
adopted, praying that an export duty of $3 
per 1,000 feet, board measure, may be put 
upon all sawy-logs and round timber of ‘all 
kindsJeaving Canadian ports for other coun- 
tries; and an export duty of $2 per cord upon 
all shingle”bolts. It appears that by the 
present arrangements the sawn lumber ‘is 
subject-tomn ‘export duty, while the ‘raw 
material,” the saw-logs, go out free, The 
effect is to induce many Canadians to go to 
the States to saw, importing their logs free, 
and thus injuring this couutry. Tt is esti- 


Erie alone, fifty millions of feet in logs are 
exported annually, which, at the duty asked 
to be imposed, would realize $150,000 to the 
revenue. If the facts are as stated, it seems 
only proper that, in the absence of “‘ recipro- 
city,” such ag thut sought should be imposed,

The paths of the different 
portages were spangled with violets, roses 
and many other wild flowers, while the

currant, the gooseberry, the raspberry, the 
plum, the cherry and the vine wera 
abundant, All this bounty of nature was 


inspired as it were with life by the cheerful 
notes of a variety of birds, and by the 
restless flutter of butterflies of the brightest 
hues. Compared with tho adamantino 
deserts ot Lake Superior, the Kaminasta- 
quoi presented a perfect paradise, One 
canuot pass through this fair valley without 
feeling that it is destined sooner or later to 
become the happy home of civilized. men, 
with their bleating flocks and their lowing 
herds and their full granaries.

SALE OF PUBLIC LANDS. 


"Dr. Boulter inquired at what time it is the 
intention ‘of the Government to open the 
Mineral and Crown Landa for sale. 


Hon. J. §. McDonald said the Government 
could not give a distinct answer to this ques- 
tion until they were in possession of more 
full information. -Ha would say, however, 
that with regard to licenses for mineral lands, 
they intended to. legislate by Bill to be in- 
troduced this session. 


MINERAL LANDS OF LAKE SUPERIOR. 


Mr. Cumbetiahd ‘moved to refer all returns 
made to this Housé, of Orders of Council and 
regulations relating to the sale and manage- 
ment of the mineral lands of Lake Superior, 

a. special committee, composed of Messrs. 

ichards, McKellar, Hays, Pardee, Lyon, 
Scott (Grey), Boulter, Beatty, and the mover, 
with instructions to consider and report the 
effect and operation thereof. 

A long discussion took place upon this 
motion, during which the Attorney-General 
said the government would be untrue to their 
trust were they to go on blindfold selling 
large tracts of land. Could they, with any 
show of justice, sell all the wild lands along 
the coast of Lake Superior without knowin; 
the value of the lands thus sold? Were » 
these lands—some of whigh were undonbt- 
edly of gréat value—to be suddenly thrown 
into market. Instead of this, the Government 
proposed to.send, at tho earliest od pos- 
sible, a staff of surveyors along the const to 
ascertain which were the valuable miners! 
lands, and defind the parts which ought to 
be sold at once, (Hear,) Ft was contended, 
and rightfallf, that fhe Grown Juande had 
been long mismanaged, but the. Government 
was not prepared to continue that misman- 
pgeraesis by selling lands containing valuable 

vor mines to speculators, at $1 or $1.10 an 
acre. If those lands were sold to speculators, 
what security was there that they would be 
worked? If largo tracts were given, aa RS. 
posed, to such men, the result would be that 
they would go to New York, throw those 
lands into market, and in this way they would 
continue to be speculated on, unworked, for 
years to come. He thought it anything but 
unreasonable that the Government should 
reserve this land. In Nova Scotia the Gov- 
ernment had 2} per cent, on the gold flelds, 
and in Australia 7 per cont. First of all, 
the Government desired to have this Lake 
Superior region wurveyed and mapped out, 
and then these lands might be sold by auction 
to the highest bidder, The Government 
would at once bi the lands into market on 
the eompletion of tho survey, and sell them

Dr, Bourrer said that in seconding the 
motion made by the hon, member for Al- 


goma, he did not do so for the purpose 
of embarrassing the Ministry On the 
contrary, he felt inclined to sustain the 


Ministry so long as they brought forward 
measures that were earnestly desired by the 
country. He thought a committee might do 
some) good’ in examining the Orders in Coun- 
cil regarding the mineral lands, and if such 
orders had been injurious to the wants of the 
country, then the system of Orders in Coun- 
cil should be changed. He saw no good 
reason why the mineral policy of the Goy- 
ernment should not be declared by Act of 
Parliament. If it was necessary for the 


agricultural lands by an Act of Parliament, 
it was just as necessary to pass an Act re. 
garding the mineral lands. He was pleased 
to hear from the Attorney General that the 
license system was to be dono away 


with, but he did not state at what time 
our mineral lands were to be placed in the 
market. Many were the communications 
received trom his constituents, asking to have 
the Crown Lands in the mineral regions put 
into the market. Some had asked to have 
their names entered for certain lots, stating 
that the purchase money was ready, and that 
they were extremely anxious to purchase 
before commencing to develop the mineral 
resources, and he felt anxious to see the lands 
placed in the market. He would not object 
to the mode of selling, either by auction or 
ata fixed price. The old Government of the 
Province had received $90,000 for sales of 
mineral Jands in a few months in the Madoc 
mineral regions, and there was no good rea- 
son assigned by the Government why sales 
should not be going on. now, and a large 
revenue derived from suchsales. The policy 
of the Government concerning the agricul- 
tural lands was one étep in the right direc- 
tion. They should now take another step 
forward with respect to the mineral lands, 
and not stop and freeze fast in their tracks 
before proceeding further. It is true the At- 
torney General states that he intends to send 
a staff of Surveyors with the Commissioner 
of Crown Lands and the Commissioner of 
Public Works to Algoma in the spring, to 
explore that region and find out what the 
Government has to sell. before placing those 
lands in the market. Well, if these gentle- 
men are to be employed all next summier in 
the Algoma district, when, he would ask, 
were they to visit the Madoc mineral region, 
BN Site aera ascertain what the Govern- 
ment has to sell in that section of the coun- 


try? Are they to wait a whole year in} 


uncertainty? Our Government is moving 
too slowly. We live in the days of activity.

If they were to give away the ‘revenue from 
the timber and minerals, they would not have 
means to carry on the Government and exe- 
cute necessary improvements, without having 
recourse to direct taxation, They concluded, 
therefore, that it would not be right to con- 
tinue the previous policy, especially when 
they found that, in addition to the inferior’ 
metals, there were extensive silver'ores. As 
regarded the charge of breach of faith, the 
Government were prepared to meet all public 
obligations, but they would not concede 
claims until after most careful examination. 
It was the policy, of the Government to do 
all they possibly could to develop the mineral 
resources of the country, but they must en 
denvor at theygame time to preyent mineral 
lands getting into the hands of speculators.

The author takes no pains to tell us that 
the regions actually “proclaimed” as gold 
districts constitute but a small portion of the 
| gold-bearing arca of the Province, and re- 
commends exploration in various other dis 
tricts where the precious metal has been 
found, but which has been neglected for want | 
of capital or of modes of communication. 
The geological character of the region, and 
the general arrangement of the deposits 
already explored, lead us to suppose that the 
explored regions conceal other deposits which 
may yet make the fortune of skilled gold- 
acekers. Failures and disappointments are, 
of course, to be expected, but there is reason’ 
to believe that their cause is to be sought for 
in the preparatory labors which should always 
precede the working of a mine, the want of 
experience and of scientific skill in mining, 
and the too ready discouragement at failures 
resultin, from such errors. Many of the 
mines which are said to have been abandoned 
as unprofitable, will one day be resumed with 
rofit, The experience acquired withia the 
ast few years in Nova Scotia, shows that the 
precious metal is irregularly distributed

throughout the veins, but proves on the other 
hand that their richness is not limited in 
depth, a point of great importance with 
reference to the future of the region. We 
have seen portions of quartz, rich in visible 
gold, taken from depths of 105, 156, and 215 
feet, in the districts of Mount Uniacke, Ren- 
frew, and Sherbrooke, and at Waverly it is 
known that the Tudor vein has yielded from 
the surface down to a depth of 190 feet, an 
average of twenty-five penny-weights of gold 
to the ton of quartz.

Tho gravity of the interests affected induce 
me to ask the favor of a space in your col- 
umns, My surprise and merriment havea 
common origin, yiz,, the mistatements con- 
tained in the preamble, There are eix asser- 
tions as of fact and one of deduction in the 
preamble ; three out of the six, aud these 
three the most important, are untrue. 


Ist, Itis alleged: “Whereas the County 
Council of the County of Hastings did, on the 
14th day of June, A. D. 1865, examine the 
assessment rolls of the different Townships 
and Villages in the County of Hastings for 
the purpoge of ascertaining whether the val- 
uation made by the assessors in each munici- 
pality represented in said County Council for 
the then current year, bore a just relation to

These resolutions shew the real ground on 
whioh Thurlow based her opposition, not 
simply because the equalization was an illegal 
one, but because it was @ most unjust and 
abitrary proceeding. 

And when I say that Mr. J. J. Farley on 
behalf of Thurlow, in open council, when the 
resolution was being moved, protested 
against it,not only on account of its illegality, 
but also of iis injustice, 1 think I can fairly 
set this down as erroneous statement number 
four. 

Mr. Farley, at that meeting of the Council, 
on the 14th June, 1865, distinctively told the 
Council that if they passed any such By-Law, 
Thurlow would move to quash it.

Another allegation in the preamble, 18 that 
all of the other municipalities have acted 
upon and paid their proportion of the taxes 
aseossed for that year. This is, we believe, 
true, But how long is it since Sidney paid 
up? It was late last fall, atter the suspension 
oh the Commercial Bank.

Mr. Wood tien rose for the

‘The’ first’ item 
which he would refer to was the one-year's 
subsidy of $1,196,872.80 recetyed from the 
Domimon Government—one half of which 
was payable on the first of January and the 
other half on the first ‘of July. The next 
item was thé revenue derivablé from the 
Orown Lands, of $745,064, and in making 
that statement he might a3 rel wy that he 
had been guided by the receipts of last. 
year. “Although he'had calculated’ that 
they receive that large’ sum’ from the 
Orown Lands yet certain special funds, 
such as the’ common school and’ Gram- 
mar’school funds, and suspense ‘accounts 
would have to be taken: ‘therefrom, 
leaving a balance ot $418,447 as the esti- 
mated revenue from. the crown landa for 
theyear, ‘The Otlier items im the eatimates 
were education $26,010';.

Tho Hapress 
in closing its article calls upon the people 
to counteract the effect of these repeal 
resolutions by sending loyal oneshome, It 
says: “ Surely it is time now for the loyalty 
of this Province to speak out, Further 
inaction would be acrime. If these resolu- 
tions are to go home, let loyal resolutions, 
with the true ring in them go along with 
them, from every county and district in the 
Province. ‘To permit them to go alone will 
be a practical admission that Nova Scotia 
has the taint of disloyalty upon it. There 
are true men enough in it to prove the 
contrary, let them be up and doing,” 


The Halifax Citizen has the following 
report of a large yield of gold: “ One of 
the richest yields of gold ever obtained 
from s quartz mine, was brought into town 
on Tuesday trom a oew mine on Mount 
Uniacke. A lotof fifteen tons of quartz, 
from « lead six feet thick, opened last fall, 
yielded the large amount of 235 ounces, or 
nearly sixteen ounces per ton. When it is 
considered that a three-inch lead, yielding 
threo ounces to the ton, is considered » 
good investment, the enormous value of 
such # property as this must be apparent, 
The quartz from which the gold was 
obtained, was the product of three men’s 
labor from Christmas until Saturday last 
25th January, and together with between 
$200 and $800 worth of specimens picked 
out of the rock while mining, gives 4 net 
yield of about $280 per day for each man 
emploped.”

"When 
well constructed there is no doubt of their 
utility and success, During the late war 
the Confederates were often obliged’ to 
inake use of wooden rails, and over them 
they transported thousands of tons of army 
supplies and soldiers, A much higher rate 
of speed’ may be obtained on wooden roads 
than is generally supposed.

These sums areconsiderably 
in excess of the total amount received by 
Mr. Weir under the contracts made with 
him for exportation, and the undersigned 
urge upon all parties interested to send in 
their silver as promptly as possible, so that

_ shipments according to contract. 
Since the shipments commenced, as well 
as during the initiatory steps taken in or- 
ganizing the movement, the undersigned

We should 
hereafter confine ourselves to building 
yessels with a maximum speed of twelve 
Knots an hour, which can carry a heavy

Municipal Mismanagement. 


The Municipality ot the City of Quebec 
has been frightfully managed for a number 
of years past, ‘until bankruptcy begins to 
stare them in the face. This state of things 
has driven |thé most respectable portion of 
the people’of the city to pstition Parlia- 
ment to suspend the operations of the 
Municipal Corporation, and substitute 
therefor a Board of Commissioners, the 
Government to' name one, the Board of 
Trade one, and®the present Corporation 
one, these gentlemen to receive $2,000 a 
year each. The following is a brief but 


“instructive” history of the downward 
progress of the Quebec Corporation, fur- 
nishing unanswerable arguments» in favor 
of the petition now before the Legislature. 
In 1859 the Corporation of Quebec, being 
in financial difficulties, obtained from the 
Legislature’ power to issue debentures to 
the amount of $300,000, to consolidate the 
debt, but was at the same time prokibited 
trom contracting new. debts by the 22 Vic.

it had illegally issued debentures to a 
considerable amount, viz : $154,696 for the

It was again, upon 
application to the Legislature, authorized 
by 29 Vic., chap, 57, to issuenew debentures 
tothe amount of $450,000 to cover the 
floating debts and the amount of deben- 
tures illegally issued.

Since my last communication « good deal 
of crushing has been done at the custom 
mills, and with yery satisfactory, rosults, so 
faragcan be ascertained, ,The Richardson 
mine has had 20 tons crushed: at Gilbert's, 
with o result—some say—of about $600, 
others not so much.

Lonv..., Feb, 25, evening.—Lord Derby 
| has resigned the Premiership, and his resig- 
nation has been accepted by the Queen. Mr. 
Disraeli will replace Lord Derby 2s Prime 
Minister, retaining his present post as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon, at tho 
beginning of the Session, the Earl of Malmes- 
bury announced ‘that Lord Derby had ten- 
dered his resignation to the Queen on account 
of ill health, and that Her Majeaty-had been 
leayed to call upon the present Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, the Right Hon. Benjamin 
Disraeli, to form a new Cabinet. Earl Russell 
and others expressed theirsympathy for Lord 
Derby, and hoped he might recover from his 
illness and resume his post at the head of the 
Ministry. 

In the House of Commons the announce- 
ment of the resignation of the Prime Minis- 
ter was made by Lord Stanley; and was 
responded to by Mr. Gladstone, who, with 
much delicacy and feeling, expressed his 
sorrow for the cause which compelled the 
noble Lord to resign his high office, The 
transaction of all business in the House was 
postponed until Friday next.

Newfoundland. 


The Newfoundland Logislature was 
opened on thé 30theult. In the speech the 
Governor says :-— 


“It would be for you to consider on

“T should be prepared to- submit the 
“ question to the decision of the constituen- 
* les.” 

As soon as the speech was published, a 
large meeting was held at St, Johns, anda 
number of resolutions, pretty strongly 
worded, passed, deprecating the intention 
of the Government to introduce the 
subject- of Confederation in the. present 
session, nffirming that it would be inexped- 
ient and detrimental to Newfoundland’s 
interests to enter into Confederation on 
any terms whatever, while the Dominion i 
distracted with financial and other troubles, 
and Noya Scotia seeking secession, and 
recommending that no appeal in anticipa- 
tion of the elections of 1869 be made to 
the people, : 

A petition, with 1800 names, embodying | 

these ‘sentiments, was presented to the 
House. The debate on the Speech 
occupied three days, when thé reply was 
passed. It contains the  followihg 
paragraph: 
“ With regard to the important question 
of Union with the new Dominion, we 
“accept your Excellency’s suggestion with 
“the assurance of our desire to adopt such 
“measures as may to the best of ‘our 
“judgment, be calculated to promote the 
“welfare and interests of the people of 
“this colony,” 

The subsequent action in the House on 
the petition shewed that o majority of the 
members were unfavorable ‘to any action 
being taken on the matter of Union. 

The St. Johns Chronicle shys:—“ It is 
now felt in this community that Confedera- 
tion in this colony is dead on the matter of 
Union.”

FROM EL DORADO. 


Et Donano, Feb. 25, 1858. 

Noarly twelve months have elapsed since I 
hecame a naturalized citizen of the fair city 
of El Dorado, and haviag been here during 
the most of that period, I have watched with | 
considerable interest the progress of things 
in this section, and now propose, with your 
permission, to give a synopsis of the actual 
position of effairs at the present day in the 
“Golden City of the North,” together with 
whatever might be of importanco respectiag | 
mining matters in the surrounding district. 

El Dorado has not inrproved much, #0 far as 
the erection of new buildings or apy other | 
public improvements are concerned, a!though 
considerable business is still transacted in 
the place. During the winter, of course mat- 
ters became somewhat dull throughout the 
miperal district, und its eyil effects were 
immediately felt in El Dorado, as its’ trade 
depends on the miners-and their employers. 
The principal part of the inhabitants residing 
at present in El Dorado are those miners 


connected with the different mines on the | Kg 


Moore hill, adjacent to the place. However, 
the drooping spirits of the worthy people of 
El Dorado are sustained by the strong hope 
that upon the approach of spring there will 
be good times for business, and lots of the 
precious metal in circulation, as many are 
expected to arriye here at that time toattend 
to the working of their claims. I must con- 
fess that some considerable improvement has 
been made of late in the hotel accommoda- 
tion, and now a person can get every comfort 
which, considering the disadvantages of the 
locality, could be desired. 


As lhave méntioned before, with the ex- 
ception of the working of the various shafts 
which were commenced previous to the set- 
ting in of winter, aie o rations censed 
entirely. Those mines which were sunk toa 
considerable depth below the surfaco were 
worked, and the crushing of their quartz kept 
the few crushing mills we have, pretty busy 
during the winter. I miay also mention that 
the work for the construction of crushin; 
mills has been vigorously prosecuted, whic 
shows that good work is really meant as goon 
as the weather becomes favorable. The 
Gilbert & Turley mill continues to give sntis- 
faction, and is now engaged in the crushing 
of quartz for the Richardson “Mining Qo.

New York, Feb. 28.Thet Heralds ‘Loudon 
special says of the meeting at St. James’ Hall 
on Tuesday evening : Many sympath with 
‘the cause of Republican Government! the 
United States attended, and the hall was crowd. 
ed, John Bright, with many other members of 
Parliament, Rey. Newman Halland othe? well- 
known personages were present. Mr. Bright 
occupied the chair. He spoke strongly in favor 
of the United States and the goyernment, pol- 
icy and power of the American people, atid of 
England's duty and the necessity of ci ivating 
and maintaining friendly relations with them. 
If, he said, the British Government and .the 
English press had,acted rightly and prudently 
during the progress of the late warin America, 
no power on earth could have alienated the two 
nations in feellug or separated them Jn Interest. 
Mr. Bright, in conclusion, expressed his. firm 
belief that all prominent questions of apparent 
difficulty now pending between the two coun- 
tries would be amicably settled, "Rey. Newman 
Hall followed. He stated the nature and pro- 
bable extent of the Alabama claims in full and 
expheit terms to the audience, showing that 
England was completely in the wrong. He 
sald that although the peoplé of thé United 
States waited and appeared to postpone the 
matter, the Alabama claims would inevitably 
lead to war unless tho bill was paid. He would 
advise settlement by arbitration.” ‘The Rev. 
gentleman concluded his address with # power 
ful appeul to tho people of England and Amer: 
jen to affirm and maintain w perpetual peace, 
in the intorests of wuiversal civilization.’ Mr.
